House And Senate Draft Procurement 
Reports; Major Changes Due Next Year 


AJOR changes in Defense Department procurement regulations are shaping up 


for 1961. 


Both the House and Senate will issue special reports on military procurement 


before adjournment of the 86th Congress. 


The House Armed Services Committee already has approved and sent to the 
House floor a bill to “restore the ‘rule of law’ to Defense procurement.” 

The bill (HR 12572) terminates the Defense Department’s present emergency 
authority to negotiate procurement, and sets new requirements om contractors to 
“require full, complete, and accurate data and disclosure by both parties in pricing 
discussions” on fixed-price-incentive-type contracts, 

There is little prospect that the bill can be rushed to completion before adjourn- 
ment, but action on the House bill, as well as a Senate measure (which could take

HE fiscal 1962 defense budget must 

show an increase in expenditures, or 
the elimination of weapon projects and 
reduction of military manpower.

Unless a decision is made to boost 
budget requests submitted to Congress, 
the Pentagon will have no alternative 
but to revise weapon programs and re- 
duce manpower. 

Secretary Gates said that budget 
guidelines should reach the Services 
within a month.

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AF Will Act To Protect Retired Pay 
As Aftermath Of Comptroller’s Decision 


HE major brunt of a Comptroller 
General's decision restricting the serv- 
ice credit of Air Force officers inte- 


grated as Regulars under a 1945 statute 


will fall upon permanent majors who 
were forced to retire with 20 years 
service. 


As the result of losing service credit 
under the Comptroller’s decision, these 


majors/could lose entitlement to their 
retired pay. 
Reported in detail in last week’s 


JOURNAL, the Comptroller General’s de- 
cision held that officers integrated under 
the Act of 28 December 1945 could not 
count the time between the date of their 
appointment and the date they took the 


oath of office as creditable Service for 
retirement under certain provisions of 
law. 

One of these provisions vovers the 


mandatory retirement of majors with 
20 years service. 


Air Force officials said this week that 


AMA Issues Call 


For AirEvac Force | 


HE American Medical Association has 

called upon the Defense Department to 
maintain the MATS Medical Air Evacua- 
tion Service “as a permanent feature at 
optimum efficiency.” 

The move was taken at the AMA’s an- 
nual meeting in Miami. 


Acting in the face of announced cuts | 


in the system by the Air Force, the AMA 
move was designed to head off the sched- 


uled demise of the AirEvac system by 
1963. 

The AMA said that during World War 
II, medical air evacuation established 


“new and unprecedented standards for 
the transport and treatment of those 
wounded in battle.” 

As a result, the AMA said, “morbidity 
and mortality among battle casualties 
were greatly reduced.” 

The AMA also pointed out that mainte- 
nance of the AirEvac system has “re- 
duced the need for establishing and 
maintaining costly facilities in countries 
other than the U. 8S.” 

The AMA resolution, which has been 
forwarded to Secretary of Defense Gates, 
commends the Department of Defense 
and the Air Force for establishing and 
operating the Aeromedical Transport 
Service and urges that it “be maintained 
as a permanent feature at optimum ef- 
ficiency.” 

To date the Air Force has taken no 
action to rescind its announced plans 
to eliminate the domestic AirEvac op- 
erations of MATS. 

Phased cuts in the system, which are 
already in effect, are reported to be cur- 
tailing and delaying the transport of 
military patients to hospitals within the 
United States.

The decision about the Pacific Com- 
mand CofS is seen as something less 
in order of magnitude than the con- 
troversial problem related to the pro- 
posal for a Joint Strategic Command. 

There is speculation that the Chiefs, 
in order to avoid a “split” paper, may 
recommend to Secretary Gates that the 
integrity of the SAC and principal Navy 
fleet commands remain iniact, but that 
their activities and responsibilities be 
coordinated by an enlarged and special- 
ized operations staff at the JCS level. 

Air Force leaders have been insisting 


that all strategic weapons should be 
brought under centralized control, 
either by expansion of SAC to a uni- 


fied, instead of a _ specified, command 
status; by creation of a Joint Strategic 
Command; or by some other means. 

The Navy, on the other hand, has 
held fast to the principle that the 
Polaris submarines must remain as or- 
ganic elements of such organizations as 
the Sixth and Seventh Fleets. 

If Secretary Gates achieves a unani- 
mous recommendation in this matter, 
it will be a striking success. 

Good guess is that ultimately he will 
receive a series of alternative sugges- 
tions, and will be required to decide 
himself what changes, if any, should be 
proposed to the National Security Coun- 
cil and the President. 


New ROPA Bill Holds 1 July Date, 
Extends Nurse-MSC Active Duty Time 


HE Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee has approved a new mandatory 
retirement age (60) for active duty Re- 
serve nurses and medical specialists in 


the Army and Air Force, effective 1 
July. 
The action—part of a large-scale re- 


vision of the Reserve Officer Personnel 
Act of 1954—will permit officers in this 
category to serve on active duty 5 to 
10 years longer than would have been 
permitted under present law. 

The new ROPA amendments bill, re- 
ported by the Committee on 17 June, is 
expected to win swift Senate approval, 
and could go to the White House im- 
mediately if the House accepts the Sen- 
ate changes. There is a good chance that 
the measure may not have to go to con- 
ference. 


Navy-Marine Change 

In addition to the new mandatory re- 
tirement age for nurses and medical 
specialists, the Senate measure makes a 
major change in the Navy and Marine 
Corps promotion provisions of ROPA by 
providing that the grade distribution for 
promotion purposes shall be based on 
the “authorized” rather than the “on- 
board” strength, 

In another change to the Navy-Marine 
Corps sectien, the Committee provided 
that grade ceilings in both Services will 
apply to both temporary and Reserve 
grades, rather than permanent grades. 

Here are other major changes which 
the Senate made in the House bill: 

e The Committee deleted the House- 
approved language which would 
extended (from 1 July 1960 to 1 January 
1962) the effective date of the 
nent provision of law relating to the dis- 
charge or transfer to the Retired Re- 
serve based on age or length of service. 
The House provision would have applied 
only to Army and Air Force unit officers. 
Under the original act, the effective date 
of the elimination provisions based on 
length of service is set for 1 July, this 
year, The Defense Department asked 
that the deadline be retained (THE JourR- 
NAL, 28 May), and the Senate Committee 
agreed. 

e Language was adopted which per- 
mits greater flexibility in the so-called 
“age 25” rule, as it applies to the elimi- 
nation of Army Reserve officers based 
on total length of service. The Senate 
change permits the Secretary of the

Army to retain on a discretionary basis 
a Reserve officer who was appointed be- 
fore the enactment of ROPA, who re- 
mained in an active status since that 
time, and who will not, because of hard- 
ship or circumstances beyond his control, 
complete 20 years’ service for Reserve 
retirement at the time his discharge is 
required under the “age 25” rule. Such 
an officer may be retained until he has 
had a chance to complete 20 years of 
service for Reserve retirement if he can 
complete it before he becomes 60 years 
of age. The House bill would have re- 
quired each Reserve officer to have com- 
pleted a full 50-point retirement year 
each year in the past in order to come 
within the exception, 

e The Committee added _ provisions 
which provide that Reserve doctors, 
dentists, nurses, medical specialists and 
chaplains of all three Services may be 
retained on a discretionary basis until 
age 60, notwithstanding provisions which 
otherwise would require their elimina- 
tion from the Active Reserve before that 
age, based on the completion of the pre- 
scribed total years of service. 


Army-AF Authority Cut 

e The Committee limited the author- 
ity of the Army and Air Force to pro- 
mote unit officers in excess of the au- 
thorized ceilings, and to make original 
appointments, without regard to ceil- 
ings, to the grades of lieutenant colonel 
and below. This authority terminates on 
1 July 1964. 

e Added to the Senate bill is a new 
Air Force proposal (THE JOURNAL, 28 
May) which revises the present system 
for promotion to Reserve general officer 
ranks, The language repeals the present 
promotion zone system based on seniori- 
ty and substitutes a system whereby the 
Secretary of the Air Force may furnist 
to the board for consideration names o!

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Final Action Near On Defense Budget; Senate Boosts Total To $40.5 Billion; 
Increased B-70 And Army Modernization Funds Sought; 200,000 For Marines 


ENATE and House conferees were 

nailing the lid on a $40 billion de- 
fense budget this week as THE JOURNAL 
went to press, 

Numerous items in the big military 
bank account were still in dispute, but 
it was certain that the final amount to 
be voted out of conference will be great- 
er than jhe $39.2 billion requested by 
the President in January. 

In two, last-minute floor amendments, 
the Senate cranked in an additional $130 
million for the Army and Marine Corps, 
for a grand total of $40,515,027,000. 

The House, had voted $39,337,867,000, 
or about $122 million more than the 
President asked, after rejuggling almost 
$4 billion of the total by cutting some 
programs and adding to others, 


A number of House cuts were re- 
stored by the Senate and some House 
additions were cut, 


Major points of difference which were 
being settled behind the closed doors 
of the conference room this week re- 
volved around the B-70, the Bomarc, the 
F-106, the Navy’s carrier, anti-submarine 
warfare, Army modernization, Marine 
Corps manpower, and Service-wide pro- 
curement. 

There also are differences of opinion 
between the two Houses about a num-

SecDef Gates Will 


“Reconsider” B-70 


QUANTICO, VA. 

ECRETARY of Defense Gates says 

he has an “open mind for reconsider- 
ation” of the Air Force B-70 program 
after Congress completes action on the 
fiscal '61 budget. 

He made this statement to newsmen 
covering the 1960 Secretaries Conference 
at the Marine Corps Schools, 

Asked what his inclination would be 
toward spending additional funds voted 
by Senate for the B-70 program, Secre- 
tary Gates said: 

“The B-70 is a difficult decision. It 
was always a difficult decision, and we 
felt it wiser to build two or three pro- 
totype airplanes than it was to proceed 
with the weapons system, a complete 
system.” 

The Secretary said the B-70 is “very 
expensive and it comes at a very late 
period—at the same time, we have four 
other strategic systems, but it might 
finally end up in the program, 

“We will review it again,” the Secre- 
tary concluded. 

The Administration asked $75 mil- 
lion in fiscal '61 for the B-70 program. 
The Senate added $285 million, or a 
total B-70 allocation of $360 million.

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President Marinelli Leads Dozen Rucker 


Board Members In Navy Jet Training 


A dozen aviators from the Army Avi- 
ation Board at Ft. Rucker, Ala., including 
Col. Jack L. Marinelli, Board President, 
have completed a two-week jet airplane 
transition qualification course at the 
Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla. 

This is the largest group of rated 
Army Aviators qualified to fly jet air- 
craft. At present, the Army Aviation 
program has no jet airplanes. 

The Board said the pilots were 
“checked out” in jets to participate in 
a “study and tests to determine technical 
and operating characteristics for low 
altitude operations by deep penetration 
manned surveillance aircraft and allied 
equipment, to include the human factors 
aspects.” 


The Army is considering the feasibility 
of a heavy-type observation aircraft, 
capable of high sub-sonic speeds and low 
altitudes. The Board said jet aircraft 
will be included in the study to de- 
termine the feasibility of low altitude, 
high sub-sonic flight. 

The battlefield purpose of such a plane 
would be target acquisition. It would 
seek out enemy targets and would 
probably require a pilot and an observer, 
as well as carry electronic equipment 
and cameras for surveillance, 

Colonel Marinelli, recently returned 
from a visit to Europe in conjunction 
with the program. 


The 12 Army aviators flew Navy Lock- 
heed T-2-V jet trainers, similar to the Air 
Force's T-33 jet trainer. The speed of the 
T-2-V approaches 400 knots, The fastest 
aircraft in Army Aviation today is ca- 
pable of some 250 knots, 

The Aviation Board pilots were 
trained in two groups, The first group, 
including Colonel Marinelli and Captains 
Alfred R. Smith, John R. Aherne, Wil- 
liam P. Brake, James A, Barrett, Ross E. 
Noah and David B. King, completed 
training about two weeks ago.

NCREASED opportunity for promotion 

to commander will be provided for 
Navy lieutenant commanders beginning 
in Fiscal Year 1962. 

But promotion to captain will remain 
tight through Fiscal Year 1965. 

A Navy selection*board which meets 
this summer has been authorized to se- 
lect approximately 580 lieutenant com- 
manders for promotion. This is 53% of 
those in the primary promotion zone 
45-2. 

Beginning in Fiscal Year 1962, the op- 
portunity for selection to commander 
will jump to 70% and is expected to re- 
main at that level through Fiscal Year 
1965. 

These estimates of promotion oppor- 
tunity apply primarily to unrestricted 
line officers, But, Navy officials say, the 
current policy is to give Restricted Line 
officers and Staff Corps officers at least 
the same opportunity of selection as the 
unrestricted line. In some Staff Corps, 
the promotion opportunity will be much 
higher. 

The primary zone for selection to com- 
mander through Fiscal Year 1965 is ex- 
pected to consist annually of lieutenant 
commanders in their 16th year of serv- 
ice. 

For captain selections, Navy officials 
estimate, not only will the present 40- 
42% promotion opportunity be retained, 
but the number of years service of offi- 
cers in the primary zone through Fiscal 
Year 1965 will increase. 

Upcoming officers will have to wait 
longer for selection to captain than their 
predecessors. 

This summer, a FY ’61 promotion 
board will be authorized to select about 
285 commanders for captain, giving

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AMC Assumes Complete. Responsibility 
For Ballistic Missile And Space Manuals 


ENERAL S. E. Anderson, Command- 

er, has announced that AMC will 
assume complete responsibility 1 July 
for the ballistic missile and space system 
technical manual program. 

A memorandum of agreement author- 
izing transfer of this responsibility from 
Air Research and Development Command 
to AMC was signed: by Brig. Gen. Don 
Coupland, Commander, AMC Ballistic 
Missiles Center and Maj. Gen. O. J, Rit- 
land, Commander of ARDC’s Ballistic 
Missile Division. 

AMC’s San Bernardino and Ogden Air 
Materiel Areas, both important partici- 
pants in AMC’s management team for 
the ballistic missile program, also were 
parties to the agreement, which makes 
AMC responsible for all manuals for 
ballistic missiles and space weapon sys- 
tems programmed for the USAF opera- 
tional inventory. 


Ballistic Missile Division of ARDC, by 
virtue of the fact that it has had juris- 
diction over the entire ballistic missile 
program from its inception, has had con- 
trol of publication of technical manuals 
until the completion of the recent agree- 
ment. However, AMC has gradually as- 
sumed many of these responsibilities 
during the past several months under 


POLICY IN JAPAN: 
Point System Set 





For O’Seas Housing 


A point system, based on military and 
civilian grade, plus time in the com- 
mand, will determine when an Air Force 
member assigned to Japan can expect 
to move into on-base housing. 

The new system also will apply to 
Army and Navy family housing, 

Under the new policy all sponsors in 
grade E-4 (A1C with four or more years 
service) or higher will be eligible for 
on-base housing. Civilian employees of 
the Air Force, Army, and Navy in grade 
GS-12 (or equivalent) or higher are also 
eligible. 

Personnel arriving in Japan will be as- 
signed a credit score ranging from three 
to 15. For example, 2d Lts, WO-ls, and 
A1C will be awarded three points; Lt. 
Cols., SMSgts, CMSgts, GS-13s, and GS- 
14 get 15 points. A three point spread 
progression accommodates intermediate 
grades, 

Thus, first lieutenants, W0O-2s, and 
SSgts get six points; MSgts, Majors, and 
WO-2s are entitled to 12 points. 

In addition to the initial priority score, 
each sponsor will earn another point 
per month for the remaining months in 
the calendar year figured from the date 
of departure from the ZI. Example: A 
sponsor departing the U, S. on April 9 
will be credited with a point score of 
8.22 (eight months remaining in the 
year, plus 22 days in the month of 
departure.) 

The point system does not apply to 
officers of general or flag rank, colonels, 
Navy captains, and civilians of equiva- 
lent rank. Persons in this category will 
be assigned quarters immediately. 

Local commanders may also grant 
housing without regard to points to mil- 
itary or civilian personnel who are es- 
sential to the operational readiness of 
a unit. 


interim working agreements, Under 
terms of the latest agreement, the re-

nese trawler, 19 October 1959, Capt. Herbert L. Mattox, jr., helicopter pilot 
assigned to the MATS 33d Air Rescue Sq., has received the Cheney Award for 
1959. Making the presentation in a ceremony at the Pentagon last week was 
General Thomas D. White, Air Force CofS. 

The award is named after Lt. William H,. Cheney, a member of the U. S. 
Air Service who was killed in an air collision in 1918. 

This year’s winner, Captain Mattox, piloted an Air Rescue SH-19 helicopter 
under adverse conditions to the Japanese trawler, Zenko Maru, wrecked on

The final version of the 1961 national defense appropriation bill 
which will come out of the current meetings of the Senate-House confer- 
ees will total more than $40 billion. It will support some 2,489,000 uni-

ARMY SECRETARY’S STATEMENT: 
Casualty Toll Recalled At 10th 
Anniversary Of Korean War’s Start 


ECRETARY of the Army Wilber M. Brucker has issued a statement mark. 
ing the 10th anniversary of the start of the Korean War on 25 June 1950, 
During the fighting in Korea, U. S. forces suffered 33,629 killed in «ction 

or reported misstnmg and later declared dead—27,704 from the Army. 

Here is the text of Secretary Brucker’s statement commemorating th: 10th 
anniversary: 

“A decade has passed since the beginning of the Korean War. This signifi- 
cant anniversary should serve as a grim reminder that if freedom is to survive 
in the world, the United States and its allies can never afford to let down their 
guard so long as the communist conspiracy maintains the most powerfyl 
mobilized military forces on earth—armed might dedicated to the fulfiliment 
of its frankly stated objective of world domination, 

“When North Korean communist troops drove southward across the 38th 
Parallel to invade the Republic of Korea on the 25th day of June in 1950, it 
was a devastating blow to the hopes and dreams of free peoples around the 
globe, but it united them in common, courageous purpose to halt and hur! back 
the communist advance at any cost. 

“The United States and 14 other nations joined forces with South Korea 
under the aegis of the United Nations to resist the invasion, and after three 
long years of bitter and bloody battle fought the communist hordes of North 
Korea and Red China to a standstill, recovered the territory they had overrun, 
and concluded an armistice. It was a splendid demonstration of the practicality 
of collective action on the part of the nations of the Free World to cope with 
aggression. 

“The United States Army is proud of the major part it played in stemming 
the tide of ruthless communist imperialism in Korea, It is proud of the part 
it is playing today maintaining the uneasy truce as its soldiers mount constant 
guard with the valiant troops of the Republic of Korea and other United 
Nations forces along the armistice line, face-to-face with formidable com- 
munist forces, It stands prepared to fight once more in Korea or anywhere 
else in the world, should the communists launch another attack. 

“Free men must never forget the hard lesson of Korea—the lesson that the 
communists are lying in wait, constantly ready to pounce upon any weak or 
unwary country, and that aggression can be stopped in its tracks only by 
united purpose and prompt and decisive action on the part of those nations 
who value freedom above all other possessions.”

Committee. The bill, which will allow the appointment of about 50 additional 
cadets for each entering class, is designed to fill vacancies created by cadets 
who “wash out” or drop out before the end of their four-year term. 

Similar legislation was approved by the Committee late in the 85th Con- 
gress, Dut failed to win enactment. The measure, if approved by the House, 
will still have to fight for a place on the crowded Senate Armed Services 
Committee “docket.” 

Under the terms of the bill, the Secretaries of the Army and Air Force 
would be authorized to determine each year, on the basis of previously expe- 
rienced attrition, the number of additional appointments required to insure 
the full strength of the cadet corps at the end of the academic year. The Sec- 
retary then would be authorized to appoint about 50 additional candidates 
from among qualified alternates. 


The Naval Academy, which is authorized almost twice the number 
of students (4420) as either of the other two Academies, is not in- 
cluded in the new House bill, but the Committee hit the Navy for applying a 
“double standard” in connection with Congressional nominees. Several Com- 
mittee members (the most vocal of whom were Representatives Samuel Stratton 
(D-NY), L. Mendel Rivers (D-SC), and James E, Van Zandt (R-Pa), charged 
that the Navy has been manipulating the appointment authority so as to pre- 
vent some Congressional alternates from taking over the principal nomina- 
tion in case the principal fails, In its report, the Committee said the Navy 
is requiring higher qualification scores of Congressional alternates than are 
required of principal appointees. This means that if the principal appointee 
of a Congressman fails to qualify, and the alternate fails to make a high enough 
score to win the principal appointment, the Navy then has the opportunity 
to fill the vacancy through some other source, In practice, the Military and Air 
Force Academies have been filling up their ranks with 90-100% Congressional 
nominees. 

The Navy, with a much larger Academy strength, maintains the Brigade 
of Midshipmen at the level of about 3700. However, by law, Congressional 
sources are authorized to nominate only 2700 men, or about 73% of the total 
Brigade. Congressmen say that, in practice, the number who win appointment 
has been less than 2500. 

Congressman Stratton told THE JOURNAL that he recently nominated three 
principals, each with five alternates, and that out of the total of 18 young men, 
only one won appointment to a Congressional vacancy, and one was selected as 
a qualified alternate. One Congressman charged that the Navy, “although os- 
tensibly not pushing the competitive plan followed by the other Services, has 
a subtle arrangement by which it can manipulate appointments just about any 
way it desires.” 





Senate Majority Leader Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex) charged the Adminis- 
tration with “fiscal hocus-pocus” in connection with one aspect of the military 
money bill. Sending the measure to Congress in January, the President asked 
for $39.3 billion. Later, the Defense Department requested “adjustments” in- 
volving an overall cut of $119 million, but the Administration never presented 
a formal budget amendment covering the amount, Senator Johnson said: “Not 
only were the recommendations too little and too late, but for some reason they 
were never Officially transmitted to the Congress.” 

The changes in the program were in belated recognition of some of the 
“shortcomings” of the original defense program, the Majority Leader main- 
tained. “Despite repeated attacks on the so-called parochial views of those 
patriotic military leaders who had testified to the deficiencies of the program 
as they saw it—and despite repeated statements that acceleration was either 
impossible or unnecessary—in April of this year the Administration did en- 
dorse a number of program increases,” he noted. 


A new “gap” term was generated by the Senate debate. Added to last year’s 
“missile gap” and the current “deterrent gap” was Senator Johnson’s new 
Phrase: “intelligence gap.” He said he had no intention of using the military 
appropriations debate to discuss the U-2 incident and the failure of the Summit 
conference but added: “I cannot help but feel, however, that Mr. Khrushchev 
would not have felt so free to abuse and humiliate our President if he had had 
more respect for our future military strength.” Action taken by the Appropria- 
tions Committee to accelerate the SAMOS reconnaissance satellite, he said, 
“will narrow—although it cannot eliminate—the intelligence gap resulting 
from the loss of the U-2.” 


The only floor amendment to the appropriations bill which failed to win 
Senate approval was offered by Senator Strom Thurmond (D-SC) to add $2 mil- 
lion to Navy O&M funds. He said the reduction in flight operations during the 
coming fiscal year will mean “a 20% decrease in flight hours for the training 
of our Naval Air Reserve.” The Navy cut, the Senator said, will be applied to 
the Naval Reserve “R-5D transport operations and to the Marine Corps Re- 
serve jet fighter squadrons.” He noted that the Naval Reserve transport capa- 
bility “constitutes the only backup for the Navy’s organic airlift in a national 
emergency” and that the Marine Corps “depends upon the Reserve jet fighter 
Squadrons for both personnel and aircraft to establish their 4th Air Wing on 
mobilization.” 

The amendment was opposed by members of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee, Senator Leverett Saltonstall (R-Mass) said the matter had been carefully 
Considered in the Committee and a specific amendment on the point had been 
rejected. He said the Committee “believed that there was a balance in the pro- 
gram between pilots and planes and that there was ample gasoline for the num- 
ber of pilots and planes available.” 

Chairman Richard S. Russell (D-Ga) of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee predicted during the debate on Army modernization funds that the ad-

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Marine Corps Sets FY ’61 Promotions; 


Five To Maj. Gen., Seven To Brig. Gen. 


The Marine Corps has been authorized 
by the Secretary of the Navy to select 
five officers for promotion to major gen- 
eral, seven to brigadier general, 56 to 
colonel, and 177 to lieutenant colonel in 
Fiscal Year 1961. 

Major general and brigadier general 
selection boards are scheduled to meet 
in Washington 5 July. The colonel and 
lieutenant colonel boards are due to 
convene 18 July and 15 August, respec- 
tively. 

The number of officers to be authorized 
for promotion to the grades of major and 
below has not yet been determined, Ma- 
rine Corps Headquarters said. 

Selection boards are scheduled to meet, 
however, on the following dates: major, 
25 July; captain, 22 August; women offi- 
cers (all grades) 5 September; and CWO, 
3 October. 

In addition, a board will meet 12 Sep- 
tember, under provisions of last year’s 
hump legislation, to selection colonels 
and lieutenant colonels for continuation 
on active duty from among those who 
have twice fviled selection for promo- 
tion. Those not selected for continuation 
will be required to retire on or before 
30 June 1961. 





The promotion zone for major gencral 
includes eight unrestricted brigadier 
generals and tentatively ends with Brig. 
Gen, Samuel R. Shaw, There are 36 colo- 
nels in the brigadier general zone, tenta- 
tively ending with Col. Arthur R. Stacy. 
Anchor man of the colonel zone, which 
includes 92 lieutenant colonels, is Lt. Col. 
Joe L. Warren. In all grades, selections 
from above the zone will be authorized. 

As was the case last year, there will 
be a one-man zone for promotion to lieu- 
tenant colonel. This year’s zone will con- 
sist of Maj. Jesse V, Booker, Below him 
will be a “zone of consideration” ending 
with Maj. William L, McCulloch, the same 
anchor man as last year. 

Majors in the zone of consideration 
who aren't selected will not be consid- 
ered to have legally failed selection. 
Those above the zone of consideration 
who fail selection, however, will be con- 
sidered to have been legally passed over. 

Of the seven brigadier generals to be 
selected, the board will be authorized to 
select six unrestricted colonels and one 
SDO. The 56 colonel selections will be 
authorized on the basis of 51 unrestricted 
officers and five SDO’s.

ARMY MISSILE EXPERTS are prepared to 
tell Secretary of Defense Gates that hundreds 
of miles in extended range can be achieved in 
the Pershing missile by lengthening the weapon 
only a matter of inches—less than a foot. This 
would be accomplished by fuel refinements and 
by aise of a modified guidance system, 


THE PERSHING MISSILE is being touted 
by Army leaders as a “selective combat range” 
weapon which can hit targets from ranges of 
25 miles to distances beyond 1,000 miles. 


THE TACTICAL AIR COMMAND is hopeful 
an early go-ahead will be given to ARDC to 
initiate work on a MACH 2 STOL fighter- 
bomber. This is one of three top priority TAC 
objectives. The other two are a new tactical 
ballistic missile, and an improved tactical trans- 
port aircraft. 


REACTION TO THE JOURNAL’S DISCLO- 
SURE (18 June) that thousands of military men 
face threatened loss of retired pay because it has 
been determined that they come under the “Hiss 
Act,” was swift on Capitol Hill this week. Sen- 
ate sources expressed confidence that corrective 
legisiation will be enacted before adjournment. 
A leader of the fight to prevent what the Pentagon 
calls a “gross injustice” to servicemen is Senator 
Joseph S. Clark, jr. (D-Pa). 


THE PROBLEM IS that in the intricacies 
of legislative language, military people have 
been lumped with civilians who have been 
found to be “security risks.” If in the rush 
for adjournment, corrective legislation is not 
voted, there will be a drastic impact on mo- 
rale throughout the Armed Forces. 


A MARINE CORPS “FIRST” was achieved 23 
June when General David M. Shoup, Comman- 
dant, laid the keel for the USS Raleigh (LPD-1), 
a new type ship known as an Amphibious Trans- 
port-Dock. The Raleigh is designed to carry Ma- 
rines and their heavy equipment to assault areas. 
In the past, two separate ships have been re- 
quired for this purpose. The LPD will be able 
to carry and launch six helicopters. Raleigh is 
slated for commissioning in December 1961. 


SPACE AVAILABLE TRAVELLERS going 
abroad are being warned by the Air Force that 
they should carry enough cash to pay for com- 
mercial transportation “in the very likely pos- 
sibility” that there will be no space available 
for the return trip. Backlogs of such travellers 
are reported at air terminals overseas, particu- 
larly in the Pacific. The situation is not ex- 
pected to improve until at least October, be- 
cause of the heavy traffic of personnel under 
change of station orders during the summer 
months. 


THE ROTC PROGRAM will come under 
new Pentagon review in connection with 
work on the fiscal ’62 budget. There are 
efforts being made, notably by the Bureau of 
the Budget, to cut the support for ROTC 
activities. This is meeting Pentagon resist- 
ance, particularly from the Army. 


A PENTAGON CEREMONY honoring Dr. 
Eberhard F. M. Reese, a German-born scientist 
who has been Deputy to Dr. Wernher Von 
Braun at the Army’s Ballistic Missile Agency, 
Huntsville, Ala., brought an interesting remark 
from Secretary Wilber M. Brucker. He recited 
the list of accomplishments at ABMA, and noted 
its work on the Pershing missile, described by 
the Secretary as a “mid-range weapon.” This is 
believed to be the first time a top Army official 
has referred to the Pershing with that terminol- 
ogy. 


SOME TOP AIR FORCE OFFICERS are pro- 
posing that a Cordiner-level board of civilians 
and military men be convened to explore the 
rated officer problem. Difficulties will become 
acute in the next decade as the number of cock- 
pit positions in the Air Force continues a sharp 
decline as a result of the shifting emphasis to 
missiles.

MANY RATED OFFICERS are fearful of sum- 
mary action that will knock them off flying 
status. When the Air Force announced 2107 fly- 
ing suspensions earlier this year, it resulted in 
immediate requests for retirement and resigna- 
tion. The order was rescinded, but the problem 
remains. 


ONE ANSWER TO THE FLYING PAY diffi- 
culty would be adoption of an accrual plan, ad- 
vocated by General Thomas D. White, Air Force 
CofS. Utilization of Congressional authorization 
for Responsibility Pay also would ease the prob- 
lem. Another suggestion is development of a 
technical-management pay concept to provide 
extra incentives for officers with advanced de- 
grees. The Air Force is experiencing some diffi- 
culties in filling quotas for advanced civilian 
schooling from among rated officers. They fear 
that their attendance in such courses would peril 
their flying pay. 


IT’S A DIFFICULT PROBLEM with 
many ramifications. That is why you can ex- 
pect further consideration for the proposal 
that a “non-partisan” Cordiner-type commit- 
tee be established to consider all aspects of 
the rated officer dilemma. 


THE U.S. COURT OF CLAIMS has delayed 
until October consideration of a multi-million 
dollar case related to increased benefits for 
thousands of retired Reservists who served in 
WWI and WWII. They are seeking a decision 
that would mean a 75% computation of retired 
pay. 


NEWSMEN WERE DISAPPOINTED that 
they were provided no “sanitized” condensations 
of the closed-door briefings made last week dur- 
ing the 1960 Secretaries Conference at the Ma- 
rine Corps Schools, Quantico, Va. In the early 
years of the Conference, such a procedure was 
followed and resulted in national coverage for 
defense progress and problems. During the first 
Conferences, military manpower shortcomings, 
notably in the pay area, were given prominent 
attention at the Quantico sessions and were re- 
ported in detail by newsmen covering the ses- 
sions. 


WHATEVER THE NEWS BLACKOUT on 
the 1960 presentations, no reporter at Quantico 
could complain about the willingness of Secre- 
tary of Defense Gates to answer their questions 
in a wrap-up news conference. His long experi- 
ence at the Pentagon stands the Secretary in 
good stead when he meets with reporters. He has 
a wealth of background information, is up-to- 
the-minute on details, and rarely employs the 
“no comment” dodge. 


ONCE UPON SOME MONTHS AGO, 
Secretary Gates suggested, and then repeated 
later, his belief that the Service Secretaries 
should hold Pentagon press conferences. The 
Secretary's power of suggestion in this area 
is questionable. None of the three Secre- 
taries has yet to demonstrate such courage. 


AN ALL-SERVICE EFFORT marks the Transit 
navigational satellite program for which the Navy 
has primary responsibility. The historic launching 
of a double satellite on 22 June from Cape Ca- 
naveral, Fla., saw the Navy space vehicle rocketed 
by a single Air Force 2-stage Thor-Able-Star mis- 
sile. With the success of this week’s unprecedented 
tests, plans are being pushed to adopt an Army 
payload for a future Navy transit vehicle, powered 
by the Air Force missile. The Army will join the 
project to obtain data for its geodetic work. The 
Thor missile is built by Douglas and Aerojet-Gen- 
eral is responsible for the second stage Able-Star 
engine, which weighs more than 1,000 pounds and 
provides a thrust of 7,890 pounds.

THE PENTAGON’S TOP-ECHELON study 
designed to achieve maximum uniformity in off- 
cer personnel management policies in such arcag 
as promotions and retirements has run into 
troubles even before it can get started. Deputy 
Defense Secretary James H. Douglas (The Jour- 
nal 4 June) told the Services to name two senior 
retired generals or admirals to serve on the study 
panel. The law is such that the Navy can recall 
two admirals and not count them against the flag 
officer ceiling. The Army and Air Force lack 
such authority. 


AS THE LAW STANDS, the Army and Air 
Force, if they recall two senior generals to active 
duty, must tabulate them against their general 
officer ceilings. How to overcome this lack of 
uniformity is a problem which must be solved 
before a review can be made of other discrep- 
ancies in Armed Forces manpower practices. 


REDUCTIONS IN OVERSEAS TOURS and 
prohibitions against dependent travel to overseas 
areas have been ruled out by the House Armed 
Services Subcommittee on Military Manpower 
Utilization. The Subcommittee said it has gone 
into the matter thoroughly and believes “no ad- 
vantages would accrue as a consequence” of any 
curtailment in these two areas. 


THE SUBMARINE PAY BILL, passed by the 
House, may be amended in the Senate to provide 
authority for hazardous duty pay to Lt. Don 
Walsh, the Navy’s Bathyscape Trieste Officer- 
in-Charge. The Comptroller General has ruled 
(The Journal 28 May) that despite the fact 
Lieutenant Walsh took the Trieste to a record- 
breaking dive of about seven miles he is 
not entitled to undersea pay. The legislation, de- 
signed to protect the submarine pay of Polaris 
crews while they are ashore between voyages, 
provides an opportunity for the Navy to obtain 
pay recognition for Lieutenant Walsh. Repre- 
sentative George Miller (R-Calif) of the House 
Space and Astronautics Committee, is urging 
that the Senate ammend the bill to scuttle the 
Comptroller’s ruling. 


IT IS NOTEWORTHY that the Comp- 
troller General made the point that the 
Trieste is not armed, and therefore is unlike 
submarines. The fact is that the Navy has 
some unarmed target submarines, whose 
crew members receive submarine pay. 


IN A “DEAR AL” LETTER to Brig. Gen. 
James A. Norell, Army Chief of Military His- 
tory, Lt. Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, R&D Chief, 
gives high praise to the new volume on “The 
Army and Industrial Manpower,” part of the 
WWII historical series (see Page 22). Said Gen- 
eral Trudeau: “The problems involved in mili- 
tary production, and in establishing adequate 
policies for the control and utilization of civilian 
manpower in World War II, give me increasing 
concern as to what may occur in a future emer- 
gency. As you know,” General Trudeau continued 
in his letter to General Norell, “I have remarked 
frequently on difficulties with respect to security 
and subversive activity, and I am sure the prob- 
lems to be faced when we find ourselves in direct 
opposition to the Communists are going to be 
staggering.”

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Secretary Of Defense Must Act Soon 
On NATO And Pacific Tactical Missile

Jand-bas.ed version of the Navy’s Polaris 
Fleet Ballistic Missile will be developed 
for use DY NATO nations, or whether—- 
as the Army and Air Force strongly are 
counter-proposing—a different missile is 
chosen 

The decision process at the Pentagon, 
below Secretary Gates, involves the Sec- 
retaries and military Chiefs of the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force and such key com- 
ponents as the Tactical Air Command, 
Army Ordnance Missile Command, and 
ARDC’s Ballistic Missile Division; the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff; and, most impor- 
tantly, Dr. Herbert F, York, Defense Di- 
rector of Research and Engineering. 


NATO Leaders Involved 


Also involved are General Lauris Nor- 
stad, Supreme Allied Commander, Eu- 
rope; and the NATO Defense Ministers. 

NATO tactical plans for the 1965-1970 
period envisage the operational avail- 
ability of perhaps 1000 mobile, tactical 
ballistic missiles with ranges of 200 miles 
or less to 1200 miles or more. 

It was against this operational require- 
ment, endorsed by the NATO Council, 
that Secretary Gates delivered his an- 
nouncement in Paris this Spring that 
the U. S. was prepared to make a land- 
based Polaris available to forces in Eu- 
rope. ; 

This decision took the Army and Air 
Force by shock and surprise. : 

Immediately, both the Army and Air 
Force countered with alternative propos- 
als. They argued first that this marked 
a radical departure from the accepted 
Roles and Missions of the U. S. Serv- 
ices. The Army and Air Force followed 
this initial reaction with detailed state- 
ments—most of them highly classified 
—aimed at shooting down the land-based 
Polaris concept. 

The Air Force, it is recalled, spoke out 
at last year’s meeting of the Air Force 
Association in Miami concerning the 
need for development of a new tactical 
missile as a follow-on for the Mace. 

This requirement was enunciated in 
a presentation made by the Tactical Air 
Command. 

Confronted with a tight budget ceiling, 
the Air Force did not push the new tac- 
tical ballistic missile with public vigor 
early this year. 

But the revelation by Secretary Gates, 
a former Secretary of the Navy, that he 
favored a land-based Polaris for some 
missions now assigned to TAC elements 
in Europe, prompted an immediate Air 
Force reassessment of the situation. 

This reassessment was highlighted by 
the urgent assignment to ARDC’s Bal- 
listic Missile Division at Inglewood, 
Calif. of a priority study aimed at 
formulating specifications for an op- 
timum tactical missile to meet NATO 
war plans requirements. 


Prospect Shakes Army 


The Army, “shook” by the prospect of 
a Naval weapon being utilized for the 
ground defense of Europe and such bas- 
tions in the Pacific as Okinawa and Ko- 
rea, reacted promptly. 

The Army, previously fearful that the 
Air Force might have operational de- 
signs on its new solid-propellant mis- 
sile, Pershing, decided to press for in- 
creased recognition of this weapon as 
strongly as possible. 

Significantly, the Army won approval 
to demonstrate the Pershing at Project 
Man, held last month at Ft, Benning, 
Ga. and attended by President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary Gates. 

The Commander-in-Chief and the Sec- 
retary of Defense were impressed—and 
they told the Army so—with the sim- 
Plicity and mobility of the Pershing. 

They asked Secretary of the Army Wil- 
ber M. Brucker and General Lyman L. 
Lemnitzer for details concerning prog- 
ress in the Pershing research and devel- 
opment program, The President and Sec- 
retary Gates particularly wanted to know 
about the Pershing’s range. 

They were told that the weapon, for 
which the Army received special author- 
ization to build a 10,000 pound missile, 
has a growth capability far beyond the 





200-mile range which is 
stated objective. 

It can be reported on the authority of 
highly informed Pentagon sources that 
a mobile Pershing, with a range of 
up to 1200 miles—six times the original 
design—can be attained in relatively 
short time—probably less than two years. 

The Air Force Staff, during the past 
weeks, has been giving urgent study to 
the possible adaptation of the Army’s 
Pershing for utilization by TAC. 

It is the view of both the Army and 
the Air Force that Pershing provides 
superior military qualifications and can 
be procured at a more economical cost 
than the land-based Polaris. 

When the controversial missile prob- 
lem has travelled its way through the 
Pentagon maze and reaches the desk of 
Secretary Gates, he will need to make 
a series of decisions. 

If the Pentagon seeks to provide the 
tactical ballistic missiles which NATO 
says it requires, Secretary Gates must 
act before work progresses much fur- 
ther on the fiscal budget. 

Here are the critical questions which 
will confront him in the next 30-60 days: 

1. Is a land-based version of the Polaris 
the answer to NATO needs and the re- 
quirements of military forces in the 
Pacific? 

2. If not, should a go-ahead be given 
for an extended range Pershing? 

3. If Pershing also is not the answer, 
should funds be provided for a new mis 
sile system? 

4. In the event that a Pershing Me- 
dium Range Ballistic Missile is desir- 
able, should responsibility for its devel- 
opment be assigned to the Army’s Ord- 
nance Missile Command, or should it be 
taken away from the Army and given to 
the Air Force's Ballistic Missile Division? 

5. What about operational responsibil- 
ity for the MRBM? Should it be given 
to the Army or the Air Force?

Impact On Defense Team 


Obviously, the answer to such ques- 
tions will have a profound impact on the 
total Defense Team. 

This reality, aside from the millions 
of dollars which are involved, assures 
that Congress will follow closely , the 
forthcoming actions taken by Secretary 
Gates. 

At the highest levels of the Pentagon, 
there is speculation that Secretary Gates 
may decide to provide a limited number 
of land-based Polaris missiles for NATO 
as a “stop-gap” measure, and then call 
upon the Army and Air Force for a joint 
effort to provide hundreds of other tac- 
tical ballistic missiles. 

If the Army and Air Force could reach 
accord in a plan under which the Army 
would be responsible for development 
and procurement of Pershing missiles 
with a range of perhaps 500 miles or 
more for the Air Force, this would rep- 
resent a major unification achievement 
by Secretary Gates. 

Under such an accord, the Army would 
insist, of course, that it employ with its 
organic forces the version of the Persh- 
ing now under intensive development. 

Past history of Army-Air Force mis- 
sile disputes, and the Thor-Jupiter con- 
troversy quickly is recalled, points to the 
likelihood of another JCS rough-and- 
tumble in the matter of the tactical bal- 
listic missile, with the Navy also a pow- 
erful partisan, unless Secretary Gates 
achieves a new milestone in defense 
teamwork in the missile field.

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House And Senate Draft Reports On Procurement; Major Changes Likely Next Year

a different approach), is almost certain 
during the coming 87th Congress. 

In approving extension of the Renego- 
tiation Act last year, Congress directed 
the House and Senate Armed Services 
Committees to make a new study of Pen- 
tagon procurement policies and practices, 
including an examination of the experi- 
ence of the Defense Department “in the 
use of various methods of procurement 
and types of contractual instruments, 
with partiqular regard to the effective- 
ness thereof in achieving reasonable costs, 
prices and profits.” 

Congress also directed the Committees 
to report their findings not later than 
30 September 1960, together with any 
recommendations they deem “necessary 
or desirable.” The material collected by 
the two Committees will be made avail- 
able to the Joint Committee on Internal 
Revenue Taxation to assist that Commit- 
tee in making “a full and complete 
study” of the Renegotiation Act and the 
policies and practices of the Renegotia- 
tion Board. 

The Armed Services Committee studies, 
under direction of Chairman Carl! Vinson 
(D-Ga) and Senator Strom Thurmond 
«(D-SC), have been completed and final 
work is being accomplished on the re- 
ports. 

Together, they will provide a volu- 
minous record of Defense Department 
procurement policies and practices, as 
well as their “end products”—costs, prices 
and profits. 

When Congress wrote the Armed Serv- 
ices Procurement Act of 1947, it consoli- 
dated all of the laws then existing re- 
lating to military procurement, 

The purpose of the Act, as stated at 
the time, was to reestablish “the adver- 
tised competitive method” in placing “the 
great majority” of Defense contracts for 
supplies and services. This method, the 
House Committee declared, “gives the 
best assurance that suppliers in a posi- 
tion to furnish the Government's re- 
quirements will have a fair and equal 
opportunity to compete for a share in 
the Government's business.” 

When the Korean hostilities erupted, 
the President in December 1950 issued a 
national emergency proclamation, This 
permitted the Secretary of Defense to 
direct that all military procurement be 
handled under a section of the Procure- 
ment Act which permits negotiation of 
contracts during a period of national 
emergency proclaimed by the President. 
This emergency authority is still in ef- 
fect, inasmuch as the national emergency 
proclamation has never been revoked. 

These emergency powers have per- 
mitted the suspension of numerous sec- 
tions of the Procurement Act which were 
specifically designed by Congress to re- 


strict the negotiation of contracts for 
defense needs. 

In 1955 and 1956, the House Armed 
Services Investigations Subcommittee 
studied Defense procurement practices 
and developed the fact that 94.19% of 
the Defense procurement dollar was be- 
ing contracted under the emergency 
rules, This represented round figure pur- 
chases of $34 billion, compared with $2 
billion in purchases through advertised 
competitive procurement, 

Since that time, the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee says the situation “has 
improved, but not materially.” Now, the 
Committee states, “we have fewer con- 
tractors, larger contracts, and relatively 
the same dollar value of negotiated pro- 
curement,” 

In 1957 the House, upon the recom- 
mendation of its Armed Services Com- 
mittee, passed (by a vote of 374-2) a 
measure to terminate the emergency au- 
thority to negotiate contracts. The Sen- 
ate, however, did not act upon the bill. 

The new measure which the House 
Armed Services Committee has sent to 
the floor is another attempt to wipe out 
this emergency authority, 

The Committee said it “believes we 
must restore the ‘rule of law’ to defense 
procurement, and not depend upon regu- 
lations or emergency proclamations for 
the direction and guidance of a $24 bil- 
lion procurement program.” 

The House bill also contains other fea- 
tures, however, such as the new require- 
ments relating to incentive-type con- 
tracts. 

Here are some of the highlights of the 
measure as discussed by the Committee 
in its report on the bill: 


Congress “reaffirms” its “intent and 
policy that formal advertising, the prov- 
en method of public procurement, shall 
be the rule, where it is feasible and prac- 
ticable.” 

The Korean national emergency, as it 
relates to military procurement, is termi- 
nated, The President’s authority to de- 
clare a national emergency, however, is 
neither curtailed nor circumscribed, but 
use of the emergency authority for ne- 
gotiated contracts would not again be 
possible until another Presidential emer- 
gency is declared at some future date. 
And, so far as military procurement is 
concerned, any future emergency would 
automatically terminate in six months. 

The latter provision is intended to re- 
store the procurement processes to such 
emergencies as may be declared by Con- 
gress “except for six-month periods.” 

The provision does not forbid negotia- 
tion, but limits the Defense Department’s 
use of such authority to the specific 
“exceptions” (sections 2 through 17) of 
the Procurement Act. 

The Committee said this is the basis 


for its statement that the bill seeks to 
restore the “rule of law” to military pro- 
curement. 

One section of the new bill contains 
both direction and mandate with respect 
to negotiated procurement and the meth- 
od by which it shall be conducted. 

The Procurement Act, as originally 
written, did not define what should con- 
stitute negotiation. When it was codified 
in 1958, the Act was reworded to state 
that there were two categories of pro- 
curement by method: (1) formal adver- 
tised sealed competitive bidding and (2) 
negotiated procurement. 

The problem has usually been one of 
interpreting what was meant by “nego- 
tiation.” 

Although this word is not defined in 
the statute, it “does have a meaning in 
common parlance,” the Committee said. 
“It is that when negotiations are in- 
vited and proposals for negotiations are 
offered, there should be written or oral 
discussions.” 

The Committee charged that the Pen- 
tagon has “not always been ready to 
grant that discussions should take place.” 

The new section, which was proposed 
by the Comptroller General and found 
no objections from the Defense Depart- 
ment, emphasizes not only the value but 
the necessity for written or oral discus- 
sions before final pricing and award of 
contracts when the proposers are with- 
in a competitive range (considering both 
price and other factors). 

The section recognizes that, where uni- 
lateral set-asides have been made, dis- 
cussions are not necessary to the final 
determination, 


The new proposal gives statutory au- 
thority and sanction for the negotiation 
of contracts on unilateral set-asides by 
the Defense Department in furtherance 
of small business, labor surplus and dis- 
aster area programs, 

One type of contract authorized by the 
Procurement Act, if it is “likely to be less 
costly,” is the fixed-price-incentive-type 
contract. Such contracts were used for 
50% of Air Force dollars and 12% of 
Navy dollars last year. 

The Committee said such contracts are 
“most frequently employed in contractual 
relations with the airframe industry, 
now substantially the missile industry.” 

The Committee noted, that “The con- 
tract is based upon the principle of shar- 
ing profits where the contractor’s per- 
formance has allegedly resulted in cost 
reductions over the first expected price 
of the product.” 

Chairman Vinson said during the pro- 
curement hearings that “the validity of 
the incentive-type contract depends al- 
most entirely on ‘good estimating’ by the 
Government at the time the contract is 
entered into.” 


In its report, the Committee ex anded 


on this theme with the statemet thar 
“the real question is whether or not the 
difference between actual cost aid tay. 


get price is the product of sound ang 
accurate negotiation or whether it ma, 
have been produced by misleading, mig. 
understood, or misapplied cost dita.” — 

To “restore this type of contra ting to 
more accuracy in estimating target 
price,” the Committee bill requires “fy 
complete, and accurate data and diselo. 
sure by both parties in pricing discys. 
sions,” 


The bill requires the contractor to cer. 
tify to the cost figures in hand at the 
time of negotiations for target price, To 
the extent the negotiated “estimate” was 
inflated by inaccurate figures, an adjust. 
ment will be made before application of 
the price formula and final payment to 
eliminate from the target price inaccy. 
rate costs which may have got into the 
initial negotiation, The price formula will 
then “be more correctly applied,” the 
Committee said, “because the skill and 
initiative of the contractor will be more 
apparent in any claimed cost reduction’ 

The section, in summary, does two 
things: “It requires by law a full disclo- 
sure in negotiations and it requires a re. 
adjustment of target prices, before final 
settlement and cost sharing, so that the 
incentive profit over the normal profit 
will be the product of the contractor's 
action in performance rather than arti- 
ficial pricing in negotiations for target 
price.” 

As has been previously mentioned, the 
House bill is not likely to be taken up 
by the Senate this session, even if it 
passes the House, and there is good rea- 
son to believe that a Senate procurement 
bill may approach the problem from an 
entirely different viewpoint. 


Senator Leverett Saltonstall (R-Mass), 
ranking minority member of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, is the cham- 
pion of an expanded weapons-concept 
plan which has the backing of the U, S. 
Chamber of Commerce and, according to 
the Senator, “almost every major indus- 
trial association.” 

A large group of other Senators (13 
at last count) have, however, sponsored 
legislation to force the Defense Depart- 
ment to use competitive bidding in its 
procurement, 

This measure was introduced by Sen- 
ator John J. Williams (R-Del), who dem- 
onstrated only last week that he has 
powerful support. The Senator succeeded 
16 June in getting the Senate to add an 
amendment to the fiscal ’61 Military Ap- 
propriations Act which provides that “as 
far as practicable” all defense contracts 
must be awarded to the lowest responst- 
ble bidder.

Do The Impossible 


From the day that Major Myer’s imagi- 
native mind foresaw the need for a spe- 
cialized signaling branch, the U.S. Army 
Signal Corps has been called upon re- 
peatedly to do the seemingly impossible. 
The deeds of its combat signalmen have 
heen dramatically counterpointed by 
achievements of its soldier and civilian 
scientists in the silent war of the labora- 
tory and the electronic proving ground. 
All have reflected Major Myer’s own pio- 
neering spirit and selfless dedication to 
his Army and his Country. 

Critical periods of the Civil War, Span- 
ish American War, World Wars I and II, 
and the Korean War saw progressive in- 
creases in the size and geographic scope 
of American Army deployments. Ever 
greater masses of American fighting men 
and materiel moved to strategic spots 
over ever increasing distances, The Army 
Signal Corps’ fundamental mission has 
a vital influence on the successful man- 
agement of such mass movements and 
global deployments. For basically, the 
Corps provides the command control ca- 
pability for the Army—the total sensory 
and communicatory system required to 
direct and control the employment of its 
weapons systems and forces. 

The Corps has from its beginning ap- 
proached the execution of this primary 
takk by two main avenues of effort: di- 
rect combat participation and support; 
and the conduct of vital research, devel- 
opment and procurement programs to 
provide new equipment and systems to 
atechnically changing and modern Army. 


Command Control 


The opening pages of this story go 
back to that day of 21 June 1860, when 
Major Myer was commissioned and the 
Nation was preparing for a bitter Civil 
War, Experience in the West and observ- 
ance of foreign operations convinced 
many that a full-scale war would not be 
easy to control by the time-honored 
methods of signaling. Communicating 
over far greater distances was foreseen. 
A system which would afford adequate 
command control had to be secured 
quickly, 

This demand for quick responsiveness 
has always been part of the field kit of 
the Army Signal Corps, The Corps has 
also had to deal with a related problem: 
the compelling need to advance the tech- 
nologies and know-how of communica- 
tions and electronics science during 
peacetime and to keep functioning when 
appropriations are at their lowest ebb, 
yet to be able to expand and produce 
suddenly on the advent of hostilities. 

During these times of crisis and of 
scientific challenge, the Signal Corps has 
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recorded a number of enduring accom- 
plishments, from its Congressional Medal 
of Honor combat signalmen to the devel- 
opers of the famous “Flying Telegraph” 
of the Civil War, the first national weath- 


er service, the military airplane, fre- 
quency modulated radio, radar, man’s 
electronic contact with the moon, and 


satellite communications demonstrated 
by Project SCORE, which broadcast the 
President’s Christmas message and ac- 
tively relayed voice and teletypewriter 
signals from outer space, 

It is interesting and, in a sense, ironie, 
that the first Army use of Major Myer’s 
“flag telegraphy” was against the very 
people—the Indians—whose “lance-talk”’ 
and other methods of signaling had con- 
tributed to the flag system’s development. 
One could say that the subsequent first 
formal signaling system of the Army was 
essentially “field-tested” that October in 
the 1860 campaign against the Navahos. 


Magneto-Telegraph 

But the flag and torch system used by 
both Union and Confederate forces gave 
way in the North to the Army’s first 
electrical communication device the 
Beardsley magneto-telegranh. Carried 
in wagons, this “Flying Telegraph” could 


signal over several miles of hastily 
strung field wire, It was the earliest pro- 
totype of today’s small, light and ex- 


tremely mobile tactical communications 
equipment which has been developed for 
the Army. 

The heliograph, and still later the tele- 
phone, allowed commanders to extend 
personal control over a much wider area 
of military operations, almost as if they 
were themselves on the scene, These em- 
bryonic Signal Corps concepts pointed 
toward today, where through the mira- 
cle of modern electronics—-we try more

Copter Launch 
For Bullpup 


The Bullpup missile, built by the Mar- 
tin Company for the Navy and used also 
by the Air Force, has completed a suc- 
cessful demonstration of a_ helicopter 
launch capability. 

The Navy said a feasibility study con- 
ducted by Martin and the Marine Corps 
indicated that helicopters armed with 
air-to-surface Bullpups could provide sig- 
nificant additional offensive and defen- 
sive battlefield firepower. 

As a culmination of the study, a dem- 





onstration was conducted at the Naval 
Air Test Center, Patuxent River, Md., 
witnessed by Army, Navy and Marine 


Corps officers, 

Using a Marine Corps Sikorsky HUS-1 
helicopter, Maj. Jeff Harpe, USMC, fired 
several Bullpups from different altitudes, 
speeds and launch angles. 

One missile, fired from an altitude of 
1500 feet, hit within inches of an orange 
target disk 10,000 yards away. Another 
was fired from an altitude of 500 feet 
with the helicopter moving forward at a 
speed in excess of 90 miles an hour. 

“We have found no stability problems 
and control of the missile is no more 
difficult than from a fixed-wing aircraft,” 
Major Harpe said. 

His co-pilot, Capt, S. J. Fulton, added: 
“The helicopter handles very well and 
you notice nothing except the sound of 
the missile as it releases.” 

Bullpup, produced at Martin’s guided 
missiles and electronics facility in Or- 
lando, Fla., is the largest radio-controlled 
missile ever fired from a helicopter. 

Already fleet-proved as armament for 
A4D and FJ-4B attack squadrons, use of 
Bullpup with helicopters would give Ma- 
rine and Army assault troops a signifi- 
cant increase in firepower. 

The Bullpups fired during the feasibil- 
ity study and at the demonstration were 
essentially the same as those carried by 
Navy attack squadrons and being deliv- 
ered to Marine and Air Force units, They 
have been proved effective against such 
tactical targets as tanks, pillboxes, air- 
field installations and small bridges.

“Control” Status 
For AF Pass-Overs 


Many Air Force officers who are in the 
primary zone and fail of selection for 
the first time under the temporary pro- 
motion program will be placed on a con- 


trol roster which will make them ineli- 
gible for permanent change of station 
(PCS) reassignments except in certain 
limited instances. 


The change brings the officers control 
procedures for the temporary program 
into line with rules already in effect for 
permanent promotion first pass-overs. 

The revision, contained in AFR 36-40A, 
will affect officers “in the primary zone 
of consideration who fail selection for 
temporary promotion to grades of cap- 
tain, major, or lieutenant colonel in the 
case of male officers.” In the case of fe- 
male officers, affected will be those fail- 
ing to make temporary captain or major. 

Failing of selection in the secondary 
zone is not considered a pass-over. 

In a message to all major commands, 
Headquarters said officers who are al- 
ready scheduled to change stations on or 
before 30 June will follow their orders. 
However, departures set for 1 July and 
after-except for Headquarters controlled 
or stabilized tours (overseas, ROTC, and 
the like)—will be cancelled.

has been exerting a form of one-man 
veto over the widely supported and 
White House-backed measure, has made 
it clear he will not take any action until 
he receives a staff report on the problem 
of retired pay. 

In past years, it would have been ex- 
pected that the Pentagon would do 
everything possible to assist in the 
preparation of such a report and to use 
its influence to speed the task. 

But such has not been the case. As 
THE JOURNAL went to press, Senator 
Stennis had not yet acted and the Pen- 
tagon was still maintaining a _ public 
policy of “wait and see what happens” 
on Pay Equalization, 

Military people have noted that in the 
months since President Eisenhower de- 
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Wants For DoD Help 


clared his support for Pay Equalization 
and made it an Administration legisla- 
tive goal, the Pentagon has done vir- 
tually nothing to win increased support 
for the plan. 

Leaders of the Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marine Corps are known to be 
greatly concerned over the danger that 
the bill could be !ost for this session. 
3ut their hands are tied because it is a 
Defense Department matter. 

The hope remains that Senator Russell 
and Senator Leverett Saltonstall (R- 
Mass), ranking minority member of the 
Armed Services Committee, will be able 
to bring the Pay Equalization legisla- 
tion to a vote in the Senate prior to 
adjournment—possibly by sidestepping 
its consideration by the Stennis Sub- 
committee.

Signal Corps Chief Writes Of 100 Years 


Of Advancement In Communication;

the advanced control permitted by tele- 
phone was achieved simultaneously in a 
highly flexible wireless system—the in- 
troduction of military radio. 

By 1900 the Army Signal Corps had 
used radio to complete the final links in 
the vast Alaska Communications System, 
which has continued to serve both mili- 
tary and civilian needs in Alaska to the 
present time under Army Signal Corps 
direction, 

This new means was exploited for other 
military capabilities. By the time the 
Wright Brothers had delivered the 
Army’s first airplane to the Signal Corps 
in 1907, the use of radio in air-to-ground 
communications had already been proved 
feasible in tests with Army Signal Corps 
dirigibles. 


WWI Progress 


By the beginning of World War I, the 
Army commander could maintain con- 
trol of his field units, contact aircraft 
where required, and communicate with 
headquarters, The Army Signal Corps, 
in this War, provided communications 
by telephone, telegraph, and radio to the 
men in the trenches. 

In World War I, the Army Signal Corps 
grew to 3,712 officers and 53.277 enlisted 
men. The Corps criscrossed all France 
with fixed installations, building 1,724 
miles of permanent pole line with 20,708 
miles of wire. By November 1918, it was 
operating 273 telephone exchanges. Once 
again Signalmen won battle honors pro- 
viding communications facilities and 
technical support. 

Increased technical emphasis in oper- 
ations of all types, including research and 
development, produced during World War 
I such breakthroughs as the super-het- 
erodyne radio, and later, frequency mod- 
ulated radio, which was to revolutionize 
tactical radio communications. 

Post-World War I developments in- 
cluded many new types of radio equip- 
ment, and the establishment of the Army 
radio networks and increasingly longer 
range strategic communications. 

Chief among unique new equipments 
for military purposes was radar. As early 
as the 1930’s this means of detection was 
undergoing investigation by Col. William 
R. Blair of the Army Signal Corps. The 
“object locating system” of Col. Blair’s, 
later patented by him as America’s first 
radar, was fully developed and in use by 
the time the United States was plunged 
into World War II. A Signal Corps ra- 
dar reported the attacking planes at 
Pearl Harbor. In World War II the Army 
Signal Corps manpower peak was 340,000. 
The Army Signal Corps developments 
helped change the communications con- 
cept of war, with radio relay, vehicular 
radios and radar paralleling the advent 
of atomic power, rockets, and later mis- 
siles. 

The advancements in signal technology 
realized in World War II and in the fol- 
lowing dramatic years, as well as those 
Army Signal Corps advances in meteor- 
ology, surveillance, and other fields, 
helped bring man to the threshold of 
space. Immediately after the war, in 
1946, the Army Signal Corns made radar 
contact with the moon in PROJECT DI- 
ANA, This represented the opening of 
the door leading to feasible communica- 
tions and electronics in outer space. 


Micro-Miniaturization 

Today. in its tactical and strategic com- 
munications tasks for the Army, the Sig- 
nal Corps has developed experimental 
radio assemblies small enough to fit into 
the bowl of a teaspoon, through advances 
made in micro-miniaturization. At the 
same time the Corps has added new au- 
tomatic facilities to the Army’s global 
communications network—the large Mid- 
west Relay Station at historic Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kansas, early this year, and the 
West Coast Relay at Davis, California, A 
third—the East Coast Relay—is sched- 
uled to go into operation late this year 
at Ft. Detrick, Maryland. The Army Sig- 
nal Corps’ PROJECT SCORE was another 
significant advance in communications 
science, for these satellite communica- 
tions relays are natural corollaries of the 
ground stations,

Airborne Sensing Drones 


Manned Army aircraft and surveillance 
drones provide aerial platforms for the 
airborne sensing drones, Just last month 
the SD-5 turbojet surveillance drone- 
one in a family of drones being devel. 
oped—was successfully flown for the first 
time. The high performance drone is de. 
signed to obtain information about the 
enemy for Army commanders, using vari- 
ous types of sensors. 

Electronic warfare has two aims —to 
interfere with an enemy’s communica. 
tions system and to prevent him from 
interfering with ours. The Electronic En- 
vironmental Test Facility—a unique con- 
cept directed to this as well as to mutual 
interference problems of our own equip- 
ments now being established by the 
Army Signal Corps at the Army Elec. 
tronic Proving Ground, Fort Huachuca, 
Arizona, will permit testing of equipment 
under simulated combat conditions. 

Automatic data processing is another 
modern means being adopted by the 
Army Signal Corps for Army purposes. 
Exceptional strides have already been 
made—especially in electronic air defense 
systems and within our world-wide com- 
munications system, the latter as early 
as 1955. MISSILE MASTER, an electronic 
air defense coordination and control sys- 
tem used with NIKE and HAWK missiles 
to defend U.S. cities from attack, and 
MISSILE MONITOR, a mobile tactical 
electronic system for these missiles of the 
field army, employ data handling facili- 
ties in their operation. 

Our FIELDATA concept is designed to 
provide applications of data processing 
techniques to functions of the field army. 
MOBIDIC, the first and largest of the 
militarized computers being developed 
under this program, is a mobile, all-pur- 
pose computer, The first model has al- 
ready been delivered for evaluation and 
testing prior to being sent to the Seventh 
Army in Europe later this year. 

In its modern role today, the Army 
Signal Corps also supports national space 
and satellite programs under the A¢ 
vanced Research Projects Agency, De 
partment of Defense, and those adminis 
tered by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, or NASA. In its 
Centennial Year, the Army Signal Corps 
participated in satellite applications in 
one of the Corps’ earliest mission areas 
—weather reporting—through its contri- 
butions to TIROS I. This successful 
weather satellite, part of a program of 
NASA, has transmitted several thousand 
pictures of sections of the earth and its 
cloud cover. _

Hughes Missile Monitor Components 


Are Deployed To NATO Nations 


HE first units of a highly mobile vest-pocket electronic air defense fire control 
system have been deployed in several NATO countries, Army Signal Corps has 


announced. 


The system, a portion of Missile Monitor, AN/MSQ-18, electronically coordinates 
split second firing of Hawk and Nike guided missile batteries in defense of land areas. 
It enables an air defense commander at battalion level to control widely sep- 
arated air defense missile batteries in defending an army’s area against enemy 


aircraft. 


The system is described as “a striking new concept in the technology of defense. 
It is capable of handling a large number of individual targets simultaneously be- 
cause target position data and battery commands are transmitted instantly by 
automatic digital data links. It operates round-the-clock, in any weather, and can 
be transported in five 2%-ton Army trucks over exceptionally rugged terrain.” 


Vest-pocket systems may be linked together to form larger defense systems, 
which can operate at corps and higher level. 


These larger units are known as Missile Monitor, and were developed for the 
Army Signal Corps by Hughes Aircraft Company’s ground systems group, Fuller- 


ton, Calif.

United States are denied such care. 

“Further,” the Army said, “even within 
the United States uniformity is de- 
stroyed since dependents are authorized 
dental care at certain installations which 
have been designated as ‘remote.’ ” 

Army authorities noted that the pro- 
vision of outpatient medical service un- 
der the MediCare Act “is not available 
to dependents on a uniform basis. 

“Dependents who live near a uniformed 
Service medical facility can obtain rou- 
tine outpatient care such as examina- 
tions, inoculations and immunizations at 
that facility while dependents who are 
not within commuting distance of a 
service medical facility can obtain such 
treatment only at personal expense, 

“Numerous letters of complaint have 
been received from dependents who are 
required to have certain immunizations 
before going overseas and must pay for 
these immunizations from personal 
funds,” the Army said. 

The Army also took issue with current 
restrictions on which Service family 
members may be treated at Service hos- 
pitals. 

“Prior to the Dependents’ Medical 
Care Act,” the Army said, “Army med- 
ical treatment facilities were -author- 
ized to provide medical care to all de- 
pendent family members. The restric- 
tive definition of ‘dependent’ contained 
in the Act eliminated care for depend- 
ents such as sisters and brothers, grand- 
parents, and grandchildren whose sole 
support is the service member. 

“Elimination of this care is considered 
to have adversely affected the morale of 
members having dependents in this cate- 
gory,” the Army said. 

Navy officials report that they have 
been told by General David M. Shoup, 
Marine Corps Commandant, that the 
most common adverse report on the 
MediCare program by Marine Command- 
ers “concerns the failure of the Act to 
include provisions for a dental program 
beyond the very limited and special type 
of care now provided.” 

The Air Force said: “Lack of dental 
care for dependents continues to be of 
concern, Military personnel frequently 
express their displeasure over this 
deficit. 

“Currently, the Air Force has 42 in- 
stallations designated as remote areas 
for the purposes of providing dependent 
dental care, In such areas, approximate- 
ly 15-25% of the capability of Air Force 
dental facilities is devoted to the provi- 
sion of dependent care,” the Air Force 
stated. 

A program of dental care for Service 
family members has been recommended 
by the Defense Department Dental Advi- 
sory Committee, headed by Brig, Gen. 
Thomas P, Fox, DC, USAR.

Navy Weapons Chief Hails ASROC Sub 
Killer Built By Minneapolis-Honeywell 


The Navy has unveiled’ ASROC, its 
newest and deadliest submarine killer 
aboard the destroyer-leader Norfolk. 

Developed by the Naval Ordnance Test 
Station with Minneapolis - Honeywell 
Regulator Company as prime contractor, 
ASROC (anti-submarine rocket) can de- 
liver either an acaustic homing torpedo 
or a depth charge against an enemy sub- 
marine at ranges of thousands of yards.

It will be used on future surface ships 
and on other ships which are processed 
through the Fleet Rehabilitation and 
Modernization program. 

The system has successfully completed 
a two-month evaluation program by the 
Bureau of Naval Weapons aboard the 
Norfolk. Fleet Naval Officers, NOTS 
technical personnel, and _ contracting 
firms participated in the tests this week 
in waters off Key West, Fla. 


ASROC is an integrated weapon sys- 
tem consisting of four major parts: an 
underwater sonar detection device, an 
electronic digital fire-control computer, 
an eight-missile launcher, and_ the 
ASROC missiles. 

In a matter of seconds after sonar de- 
tection of submarine has been made, 
a computer charts course, range, and 
speed of the sub and the missile launch- 
er whirls into firing position. The ship 
commander can then fire either a rocket- 
propelled torpedo or a depth charge,

Atlantic Fleet Marines 
Consolidate 1 July 


Headquarters of Fleet Marine Force 
Atlantic and Air Fleet Marine Force At- 
lantic, both located at Norfolk, Va., will 
be consolidated 1 July.

ditional amounts voted by the Senate 
“never will be expended” and that “Con- 
gress will be blamed for prodigal appro- 
priations when the moneys have been 
impounded.” He said the Senate has been 
“whipsawed” on the issue for several 
years, “Time and again,” Senator Russell 
said, “the Committee and the Senate 
have been put in the position of being 
blamed for increasing the appropriations 
for defense or increasing the total budget 
they have never pinpointed it by calling 
it defense—-without increasing the armed 
might of the United States in any degree, 
because those who handle the appropri- 
ated funds have refused to expend the 
money.’ 

The added Marine Corps funds may not 
fare well in the House-Senate conference 
which was in progress as THE JOURNAL 
went to press, The reason is that one of 
the Senate conferees, Senator Leverett 
Saltonstall (R-Mass), has said that he will 
do his “utmost to see that the mandatory 
provision with relation to the strength 
of the Marines the requirement that 
the strength be 200,000 men by 30 June 
1961—is eliminated from the bill.” 

In support of the airlift modernization 
program, Senator Saltonstall said: “For 
several years the airlift problem has been 
a vexatious and perplexing one, and 
frankly, it is disappointing to me that the 
Air Force has. not been able to settle on 
a suitable interim aircraft pending opera- 
tional availability of a cargo aircraft of 
new and appropriate military design.” He 
said he is sure that he speaks for the 
entire Military Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee when he says “we will view with 
displeasure the accumulation of addi- 
tional MATS aircraft which fail to meet 
Army airlift requirements.”

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Pentagon Directive Protects Retired 
Pay Of Officers Of All Armed Services 


HE Department of Defense has issued 

a directive to protect the pay of re- 
tired military officers who may be con- 
victed of offenses by civil courts. 

The directive—developed after sharp 
differences were revealed in Service 
policies—is a direct result of Congres- 
sional action which restored the retired 
pay of Navy Cdr. Robert B, Rueger. 

Commander Rueger had been convicted 
by a civilian court of manslaughter. 

Following his conviction, the Navy 
summarily dropped Commander Rueger 
from the rolls and stopped his retired 
pay. 


The Navy’s action was based upon pro- 
visions of the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice which provide that a Service may 
drop from its rolls any commissioned offi- 
cer “who is sentenced to confinement in 
a Federal or State penitentiary or cor- 
rectional institution, after having been 
found guilty of an offense by a court 
other than a court-martial or other mili- 
tary court and whose sentence has be- 
come final.” 

Commander Rueger’s pay was restored 
by Congress, which also directed the De- 
fense Department to develop a policy in 
this area which would be uniform among 
all Services. 

It had been Navy policy to drop such 
convicted officers from the rolls and cut 
off their retired pay. 


Army authorities at the time said they 
had only dropped one man from the rolls 
as the result of a civil conviction. No 
similar action had been taken by the Air 
Force, 

In the course of developing its new 
directive, the Defense Department at 
first suggested to the Services that all 
future cases be approved through DoD 
channels.

would be difficult for them to “repay” at 
a time “when their earning capacity has 
decreased.” 

The ROA “strongly” recommended 
Senate approval of the measure. 

Although the bill originally was sent 
to Congress by the Defense Department, 
Mr. Jackson offered no firm backing 
for the measure. He said the Depart- 
ment “concurs” in certain changes made 
by the House and is “opposed” to those 
which the Bureau of the Budget dis- 
likes. His strongest statement: “With 
the exceptions noted in the amendments 
made by the House of Representatives, 
the Department of Defense supports HR 
Sia,” 

Chairman Russell told reporters at the 
conclusion of the hearing that he is 
“hopeful we may be able to get out 
something along this line.” He added, 
however, that “at this stage in the 
session, you can’t tell for sure.” The 
Congress has only two weeks to go be- 
fore adjournment.

Army and Air Force officials, however, 
pointed out that such a procedure alone 
would not assure uniformity of treat- 
ment for all retired officers. 

These officials said that, unlike the 
Navy, officers dropped from the rolls in 
the Army and Air Force do not auto- 
matically lose their retired pay. 


Retired Regular officers, they said, 
automatically lose their entitlement to 
retired pay when they are dropped from 
the rolls of their Service, because the 
receipt of retired pay is contingent on 
their continuing to hold a military status. 

They pointed out, however, that re- 
tired Reservists need not have any con- 
tinuing military status in order to draw 
retired pay, 

Thus, the Army and Air Force said, in 
order to assure uniformity of treatment 
for all officers and to carry out the stated 
Defense Department policy that “retired 
pay is earned and should be withheld 
only under extremely limited circum- 
stances,” a different procedure should 
be evolved, 

The resulting regulations developed 
and issued by all Services and the De- 
fense Department provide that retired 
pay may be withheld only when the 
offenses for which an officer is convicted 
by a civilian court come under the Hiss 
Act. 

This essentially limits loss of retired 
pay to civil convictions for treason and 
other acts where the retired officer uses 
his official status or offiice to commit a 
crime. 

As the regulations are now written, 
loss of retired pay will not be assessed 
against other officers such as Command- 
er Rueger, whose convictions in civil 
courts bear no relation to their official 
status or to national security. 





MIND DEVICE

Hughes Builds Hydrostreak For Navy

HIS is a sectional view of the Hughes Hydrostreak craft being built for the Navy. 
It differs from other land and water skimmer vehicles in its application of a 
“water-wall” principle that seals the air beneath the craft and thus requires less 


power for propulsion. 


The water-wall principle was developed by the Aircraft Division of the Hughes 
Tool Company of Culver City, Calif., in cooperation with the Navy. 

According to Hughes engineers, the size of a craft theoretically is no barrier to 
the application of the water-wall principle. A very high degree of stability in roll, pitch 
and yaw is expected since choppy waters and wave crests should pass through the 


water-wall without buffeting the hull. 


Navy spokesmen said that this boat is the first of a series of similar craft being 
developed by the Bureau of Ships to evaluate various plans of supporting vessels on 
air cushions to minimize the loss of efficiency which occurs when craft operate on the 


surface.

Under the water-wall concept, air compressed by a powerful fan is expelled be- 
neath the vessel where it is held captive by continuous sheets or “walls” of water, The 
water is scooped from the sea and pumped down with force from nozzle bars on the 


underside of the hull. 


The craft rises and rides on the cushion of air thus built up. It is given its for- 
ward motion both by the water being discharged at an angle and by conventional 
propellers extending into the sea. This makes for a minimum of “drag” and is ex- 
pected to make high speeds economically attainable. 

The air cushion is contained within the thin walls of water because sea water 


has 840 times the density of air. 


The experimental craft is 21 feet long, 


11 feet wide and weighs about two tons 


empty. It employs only two water-walls, one fore and one aft, with solid fins or 
“skegs” on the sides, It rises about two feet on its cushion of air. Power for its fan, 
pumps and propellers is supplied by three 80-H.P. engines. Company spokesmen said 
no attempt has been made with this particular vehicle to achieve sensational speeds, 


but rather their purpose has been to 


prove 


the effectiveness of the water-wall 


principle, Greater speeds and a “higher” cushion would be inherent with increased 
engine power, they said, and with water-walls (no fins) on all four sides. 





NUCLEAR CORRECTION
